G EOLOG ICAL SURVEY. 


P a rtic u la rs o f tlie D isaster YYliich B efell 
tlie S te am er A ncon. 


P o r t T o w n s e n d (W. T.), September 4th. 
News has been received that the steamer 
Ancon is a total wreck. The steamer left 
Port Townsend Monday, August 12, 1889, 
on her regu'ar trip to Alaska, with about 
one hundred cabin passengers and thirty 
steerage passengers, who, with the officers 
and crew, made an aggregate of about two 
hundred persona on board. She was under 
comm and ot Captain David W allace, with 
Captain H. H. Lloyd as pilot and Robert J. 
Hackley as Chief Engineer. 
The vessel 
proceeded on her course, stopping at Vic­ 
toria, B. C. From there she proceeded on 
her trip Tuesday morning about 10 o'clock, 
w ithout stopping untii Thursday noon, 
when she arrived at Tongas Narrows. 
W ednesday, August 28th, the Ancon left 
the wharf at LoriDg at 3 a . m ., and in going 
out of the harbor she ran upon a reef of 
rocks on the starboard side scarcely forty 
rods from the starting place. The tide, 
w hich rises there some twenty feet, was 
out, and by 6 a . m . the vessel was far out of 
water, so as to m ake it evident that she 
was hopelessly wrecked. 
About 6:30 a . m . the passengers began 
quietly to leave the vessel in a small boat 
and were soon transferred to shore, with 
their baggage—all safe and w ithout acci­ 
dent. It was raining most of the m orning 
and they were seeking shelter in various 
little cabins, private houses and stores. 
The officers of the Alaska Packing Com­ 
pany near at hand were soon brought to 
consider the prospect and the probability of 
a week’s detention before any means of 
rescue could be found, or any intelligence 
of the disaster be conveyed to ports to the 
southward. 
By 9 o’clock the steamer was high upon 
the rocks on the starboard side and not 
more than six or eight feet of water in 
depth on the port side, then settling across 
a point of rocks. The vessel soon broke in 
the middle, and the water flooded into the 
gaping open side of tlie vessel. 
About 
10 o'cl- ck the 
crew, 
having 
brought provisions ashore, soon prepared 
breakfast for ail, which was spread in the 
boarding-houses of the packing company. 
There was at no tim e any panic. Most 
of the passengers were asleep at the time 
the steamer ran on the reef, but soon were 
awakened and notified of the disaster. The 
ladies behaved most adm irably during the 
trying circumstances and all cheerfully ac­ 
cepted the situation, with exclamations of 
thankfulnets to God for safe deliverance 
from the perils of the m orning so happily 
escaped. 
The passengers and crew of the Ancon 
were brought to this port by the steamer 
Elder to day. 
The steam ship Ancon was owned by the 
Pacific 
Steam ship Company. 
She was 
built in 1873, a t San Francisco. H er gross 
tonnage was 1,540 ; length, 267; breadth, 
49j depth, 17.1. The steamer, it is generally 
supposed, was insured. H er value is placed 
at $200,000. 
H er cargo consisted of 13,000 
cases of salmon, which w a3 saved and re­ 
moved to the shore at W rangle. 


PO RTLA N D DOINGS. 


A S chem e to D am th e R io G ran d e R iver 
fo r Irrig a tio n Purpose*. 


W a s h i n g t o n , September 4th.—J. C. P ill­ 
ing, Acting Director of the Geological Sur­ 
vey, has made a report to the Secretary of 
the Interior, of progress made during' the 
m onth of July in the survey for irrigation 
and reclamation of arid lands in the West. 
Under the topographic division the total 
area surveyed was 3,650 square miles, oper­ 
ations being continued in California, Col­ 
orado, Idaho. Montana, New Mexico and 
Nevada. 
In the hydraulic division, one 
field party in California commenced a 
thorough survey of Clear Lake, with a view 
to ascertain its capabilities as a reservoir 
site and the best means of storing water 
and applying it to the lands below its 
Y -uPet. 
Dunner 
Lake, near Truckee, 
in the western Nevada section, is being 
surveyed. It is thonght that a large body 
of water can be stored there, at very m od­ 
erate cost. W ork in the Rio Grande section 
was confined to a careful survey of a verv 
large reservoir site which seems practicable, 
by the construction of a dam in the Rio 
Grande river, near El Paso. This project, 
the report says, is one of profound interest, 
and perhaps will 
involve international 
questions. Care should be taken to avoid 
any action which would complicate such 
questions, should they arise.

$2,000, with no insurance. The carriage re­ 
pository carries a stock worth $20,000.

In the 
back portion of the building resides J.

W ash in g to n , September 4th.—Chief En­ 
gineer Melville has received from Chief E n­ 
gineer Sm ith, who was the Inspector of 
Machinery on the recent trial trip of the 
Charleston, his report of the trip. The re­ 
port does not go into details. 
It says the 
m achinery worked sm oothly and easily, 
and the vessel ran continuously for six 
hours at full speed. 
Smith does not state 
positively as to w hether the m achinery 
came up to the requirem ents, but he says 
that some of the cards that have been 
worked up show that a horse power of 
6,700 was attained, which is 300 short of the 
requirem ents of the contract.

1 believe the m a­ 
chinery would have done better and better, 
but the endurance of the men was not 
equal to further effort, and night bad come 
on. Scott was (delighted, and we all re­ 
joiced with him .” 
Further on he says: “ I 
think in smooth water we would have had 
118 to 120 revolutions. As it was, we 
averaged but 115 for both engines. The 
engines worked excellently well. ' 
Secretary Tracy will not state w hat his 
action will be until be receives the official 
report of the Trial Board, which is not ex­ 
pected for some tim e yet. The general 
opinion is, however, unless the Union Iron 
W orks demand another trial, that the ves­ 
sel will be accepted with the penalty of 
$30,000 for the shortage in horse power.

Busi­ 
ness aud commercial men he believed 
would not avail themselves of such service 
when they can have first-class messages de­ 
livered by the company the very mom ent 
received. 
It is, however, an extension of 
the telegraph service that forms the chief 
feature of the W anam aker scheme. 
There are at present 59,000 Postoffices in 
the country. 
About 19 000 have telegraph 
service. 
Dr. Green said that of the 19,000 
receiving offices which the company now 
has, about two-thirds were profitless.

Before the w arrant was ready to be

Judge Buckley, who happened to be pres­ 
ent, a sad story of the insults aud bodily 
injuries that bad been inflicted upon her 
by th e man who, bat a few years ago, 
took her from a comfortable home and 
promised to love, cherish and protect her. 
She has, by renting rooms, managed to 
support herself and children comforlablv 
and has several times set her husband up 
in business. 
He was burned out of the 
saloon business on Third street some time 
ago. and most ot the tim e since then Das 
been on a spree. 
W hen in liquor he 
abuses his industrious wife and children, 
and last night the former showed a severe 
wound on her forehead, where the brute 
had injured her. She swore out a warrant 
for his arrest, saying that she had put off 
doing so as long as she could, to avoid the 
disgrace, but she saw no hope of relief 
from her torm ents and fears and bodily 
sufferings, unless by resorting to the aid of 
the law.

LONDON’S G REA T STR IK E. 


T lie D ock L ab o re rs O uil YVork an d Jo in 
th e A rm y o f S trik ers. 


L o n d o n , September 4th.—The dock la­ 
borers at Liverpool engaged on grain and 
flour ships have demanded on advance of 
one shilling a day. 
The demand was re­ 
fused and the men struck. The strike at 
the H arrington Dock spread to the South 
Docks. 
Three hundred strikers prevented 
the unloading of a grain steamer. 
At Tox- 
teth Dock the steamer Kolos, discharging 
flour from San Francisco, also stopped u n ­ 
loading. 
The news of the dock laborers’ 
strike at Liverpool tiKik London colonial 
merchants and brokers by surprise. Sev­ 
eral well-known colonial' firms, as a last 
resort to avoid the disastrous delay of the 
delivery of stock in England, wired to their 
Liverpool agents to red'rcct and transport 
their goods by rail to Glasgow. 
Heavy 
losses are being suffered l>v merchants who 
are executing orders under i. .tract, the-, 
being unable to carry them out in the time 
stipulated by the contract. 
In dispatching 
goods from London to Glasgow the cost of 
freight is double the prices paid for the 
shipm ent of stock direct from London to 
Melbourne. This goes to show only in a 
small degree the m agnitude ot extra ex­ 
penditure entailed upon London m erchants 
by the present strike. 
The dock companies have more laborers 
working to day. 
Vessels are loading at 
several docks. The Captain and other offi­ 
cers of the 1’eninsulu and Oriental Line, 
assisted by a large force of Lascars, to day 
began loading. 
A crowd ot strikers from 
the Coal Trim m ers' League attacked tlie 
tascara. The police fired into the strikers, 
and one was fatally wounded. 
Burns addressed the strikers at Tower 
H ill. 
H e denounced arbitration through 
interm ediaries, denied that the dockmen 
would return to w ork,and said he expected 
strikes to begin in Glasgow to day aud at 
Southam pton on Thursday. 


LIVERPOOL REl.IF.VED. 


L i v e r p o o l , September 4 th .- The strike 
of the dockmen has ended. The employers 
conceded the advance asked.

THE NGN-ASSIMILATIVE. 


It was our fortune on M onday last to 
look upon a strange spectacle in the city 
of San Francisco. 
It was novel, for it had 
been frequently presented in th at and 
Other cities of the State, hut it never be­ 
fore impressed us as so utterly out of place 
tn an American atmosphere. 
It was a 
gorgeous, and, in every respect, rich dis- 
¡ :y of barbaric trappings in honor of an 
: 
•( representing a canonized heathen of 
the Orient. 
There were carried through 
he streets the carved images of the Joss- 
ho tse, before which burned the sacred 
-ires and the everlasting incense; there 
wire all the ceremonial, and devotion and 
dram atic action that forms a ¡«art of idol 
worship, though the Chinese insisted th a t 
he deeds of the deified subject of the cel­ 
ebration, and not the images and figures 
representative of him, were the objects of 
the ceremonial. 
So far, however, as that 
is concerned, the image-carrying and the 
image-worshiping did not much concern 
the thought of the intelligent onlookers, 
iice the right given to one class of relig­ 
ionists to parade the paraphernalia and 
images of its altar difiere not at all in sig­ 
nificance from that guaranled to a class of 
a different order. 
The liberty of con- 
•vience and the protection the law throws 
about it is not at all involved w ith forms 
or beliefs so far as free governm ent is con­ 
cerned, so long as they do not invade the 
personal rights of citizens, and are not 
trespassers upon the good order and peace 
of the community. 
But the Chinese par­ 
ade with its sanctuaries, its idols, its 
gaudily-arrayed actors, its wealth of rich 
em broidery and gold cloth, its brocade 
silk and its velvets, its armed men and 
paint-bedanbed children, its beating of 
tom-toms, and its uplifted figures of mon­ 
strous dragons, and hideous and impossible 
anim als worked out of paper and silk and 
Iteads and gold cord, did impress us with 
the 
conviction 
th at attrition 
between 
heat iienism and Christianity, between the 
civilization of the O rient and th at of the 
American people under conditions and in 
an environm ent wholly Anglo-Saxon, had 
not so much as brushed the down of the 
bloom from the former, or given to it the 
slightest tinge of modernism, though the 
contact has been actual on this coast for 
thirty-nine years. 
We looked upon the 
M ongolian in his originality as a heathen, 
an idol worshiper, a devotee of Patriarch- 
ism, still looking backward, and still refus­ 
ing to recognize progress and enlighten­ 
ment as we define them , precisely as if we 
had stood in the streets of Peking or Can­ 
ton. 
We saw in that barbaric display, in 
the sincerity with which it was carried on, 
t.nd the evident honesty of the manifest 
devotion of the participants, the proof pos­ 
itive th at the Chinese are noil-assimila­ 
tive with the age, and the people of the 
age we class as of our households. 


T a lk of the extravagance of the mod­ 
ern sensational dram a—the stage never 
yet presented anything at all comparable 
in romance and scandal 
to the reality of 
life as almost daily recorded in the formal 
report of the telegraphic news. 
Take the 
case of Robert Kay Ham ilton, a brilliant 
lawyer and a Senator of the State of New 
York. * descendant of A lexander H am il­ 
ton, and a member of one of the proudest 
and most exclusive families of New York. 
Only a few days ago the country was 
startled by the report ot an assault made 
by his wife ujion the person of a domestic 
of her household, that it was for a time 
believed would turn out to lie a homicide. 
It was supplemented by the recital that 
th e wife was a woman of low degree and 
infamous reputation, w ith whom H am ilton 
had become infatuated, and who possessed 
over him a singularly mysterious power. 
The latest advices are to the effect that 
the police authorities have now proof at 
command to show th at the m arriage of 
H am ilton to this woman was the result of 
a deep laid conspiracy to swindle. 
T hat a 
Mrs. Swinton and her son, Joshua A. 
Mann, who have been arrested, conspired 
w ith the woman whom H am ilton m arried 
to bring about the m arriage and so m anip­ 
ulate as to filch from H am ilton a goodly 
portion of his wealth, and to bleed the 
relatives of the Senator as the price of 
silence concerning the scandal of such a 
m arriage. 
It anjeare tin t the chilJ that 
H am ilton was induced to l>elieve was his, 
was in fact not his child, but was a pur­ 
chased infant procured for the puq>ose oi 
being palmed off' upon him. 
It L> said 
tiiat the Swinton woman has made a com­ 
plete confession of the part she had in the 
conspiracy, and that therefore the facts are 
capable of being established in a criminal 
Court. 
For his part, it is said that H am ­ 
ilton declares that he m arried the woman 
to right a wrong he believed he had com­ 
mitted, but th at having now become con­ 
vinced that he was the dupe of a pack of 
rascally conspirators, lie is w illing to have 
the law take its course, and he therefore 
recalls his determ ination to stand by and 
defend his wife. 
W e thiuk we can dis­ 
cover in the earlier determ ination 
iiton not to desert his w ife, evid.-uce of 
the high sense of honor that is said to he

the rule of action in the Hamilton family. 
Now that it is made clear that this 
particular representative of an illustrious 
name has been the victim—as has manv 
another brilliant man—of a designing wo­ 
man, whose aim was to secure the costly 
jewels willed to whomsoever Robert Ray 
Hamilton should marry, we pity more 
than we blame him. His own shame will 
be a lasting humiliation to him and the 
distinguished men and women who bear 
the Hamilton name, and the world can 
afford to mercifully cover his error and his 
misfortune with the mantle of cliaritv. 


In the N ational Editorial Association 
session last week W . C. N. R ichards read a 
paper on the philosophy of th e business 
management of a newspaper. M ajor R ich­ 
ards took the broad ground th at no publi­ 
cation can long be successful where the 
business and editorial departm ents are 
separate and alone. 
Only fifty papers out 
of the 16,000 in the U nited States, lie 
said, strictly enforce the rule of allowing 
no advertising iu the reading columns. W e 
wonder if the Indianapolis News, which 
the Major manages, lives up to the rule he 
lays down, or is there, as nearly every­ 
where else, a lively war in constant pro­ 
gress between his counting-room and the 
“up-stairs people ? ” M r. Dana of the New 
York Sun, in an address before a New 
England Editorial Association not long 
since, declared th a t not a single line should 
go into a newspaper outside of its adver­ 
tising columns, that Is paid for. 
That 
would be the ideal paper, according to 
Mr. Dana—the complete separation of the 
advertising and the reading m atter. 
But 
in practice they are interm ingled. 
This 
is to be said however, th at the vast major­ 
ity of p rin t th at appears in reading col­ 
umns and is paid for, plainly and distinctly 
bears the m ark ot its character. 
It there­ 
fore comes to this, in all such cases, th at it 
is merely a question of the location of ad­ 
vertising m atter. 


M it. M e d i l l , of the Chicago T ribune, 
who has paid the Paris Exposition a visit, 
returns home w ith bitterness in his heart 
against the American managers of the ex­ 
hibits of this country in the Exposition. 
H e declares th at it were better if we were 
not represented at all in the fair. 
W e 
have no desire to boast of prevision, but 
cannot 
resist 
the 
tem ptation 
to call 
the attention 
of the people of Cali­ 
fornia to the fact th at when the ques­ 
tion 
of California 
being 
represented 
at 
the 
Exposition 
was 
under 
dis­ 
cussion, this journal pointed out th a t in 
the very nature of things the affair must 
be a failure so far as the U nited States was 
concerned. 
The plan to which the mana­ 
gers of the Exposition confined us made 
it impossible for this State to be decentlv 
represented. 
H ad we sent over a vast 
quantity of goods the result would have 
been much the same. 
So long as we are 
not perm itted to group exhibits and make 
distinctive displays, we eanuot hope to 
compete with Europeans in a European 
fair. 


I t will l>e well to w ithhold judgm ent 
concerning the race riots in Mississippi un­ 
til the other side of the story is heard. 
Thus far, it is evident, we have had only 
the w hite m an’s recital, and it is palpably 
colored to suit his view of the situation. 
T here never was a conflict of this kind in 
which the wrong was all on one side, and 
the right on the other. 
There is some­ 
thing haclt of this difficulty, of which the 
country has as yet heard little or nothing. 
If the story of the whites is true, the ne­ 
groes must he punished and so severely as 
to read them a lesson they will not soon 
forget. 
On the other hand, if they were 
set upon, provoked and driven into their 
position, full justice must be done them 
by an im partial people. 
If they have 
been the victims, their assailants should 
be punished as severely as is deserved by 
the blacks, if the evil is chargeable to 
them . 


T h e property-owners on K earny street, 
in San Francisco, have petitioned for a 
bitum inous rock roadway on th a t thor­ 
oughfare. 
T hat is well enough, but the 
first thing that San Francisco ought to set 
about doing, is the replacing of the side­ 
walks on M arket street w ith walkways 
that are fairly decent. 
As the situation 
now is the M arket-street sidewalks are so 
much worse than the K -street walks in 
Sacramento th at they should not be com­ 
pared at all, and goodness knows the latter 
are about as poor affaire as are to be found 
outside of the metropolis. 


T ii e decision against the royal powers 
of King K alakua ought not to disturb him 
much. 
He lias as broad privileges and as 
many sovereign rights as has Queen V ic­ 
toria. 
N either is much more than a sov­ 
ereign in name, Parliam ent and the Cabi­ 
net being the real rulers. 


S t i l l the California horses continue to 
lower the fast tim e of the fastest of the 
Eastern flyers.

‘ THAT TROUBLESOME ROAD.' 


M rs. V a le n sin M a k e s a S ta te m e n t o f H e r 
S ide o f th e C ase. 
In m entioning the fact, a day or two 
sine ■, that Judge Armstrong had cited the 
Board of Supervisors to certify to the Su­ 
perior Court all proceedings bad in relation 
to the change in the road through Mrs. 
V alensin’s property near Hicksville, the 
R ecord U n io n m ade a brief reference to 
the points at issue between Mrs. Valensin 
and the county. The m atter had been so 
of.tn explained in the proceedings of the 
Board of Supervisors, that no effort was 
made to go into the full details. 
Mrs. 
Valensin, however, seems to think that a 
recital of a full history of the controversy 
is necessary in order to set herself properly 
before the public, and sends the U ecokd- 
U nio n the following comm unication on the 
subject; 


E ds. R ecord U n io n : 
In your issue of 
this morning there appears an article under 
the above heading. As I cannot entertain 
the thought that you would willingly wish 
to injure me in the eyes of my fellow-citi- 
zens, I trust that you will insert this com­ 
m unication over iny signature. 
l it is untrue that I “ was desirous of 
closing the road and opening another to 
run direct,” etc. Application was first 
made to me by several of the residents of 
this district in and after May, 1888, to con­ 
sent to such a change. 
After much consid­ 
eration I did agree to the proposed altera­ 
tion of the roads so far as I had a right to 
do. 
2. Thirty-three freeholders possessing all 
the lands exc> pt one hundred and twenty- 
three acres in this road district, thereupon 
petitioned the Board of Supervisors for the 
construction of the new road ; for the dis­ 
continuance of the old road ; and for giv­ 
ing m e the old road as consideration or 
paym ent for the land on which the new 
was to be made. The Supervisors gave six 
weeks of careful inquiry to the m atter; 
came and personally inspected the pro­ 
posed route, aud then did, by a unanim ous 
vote, grant the petition od the 13:h of No­ 
vember, 1888. 
3- On May 6th of this year the Board 
of Supervisors accepted from me a deed for 
the new road. N either then nor since 
has the Board of Supervisors fulfilled its 
part of the contract by putting me in 
possession of the agreed consideration, 
though the new road has been, from 
May 6th, opened and used by the public. 
On the contrary, the Board of Supervisors 
has ever since tried to deprive me of this 
consideration. 
\ o u describe this as “a 
great deal of contention between Mrs. 
Alice M. \ alensin, the Supervisors and the 
inhabitants of H icksville.” 
It to claim 
ones right is contention then your descrip­ 
tion may be accepted. 
4. It is untrue that “ there was a strong 
remonstrance sent up against- the proposed 
change." The only opposition came from 
one freeholder, the owner of tbree acres 
in ibis road district. 
All the rest of the 
freeholders, thirty-three in num ber, had 
petitioned for the alterations. To this op­ 
ponent, as well as to the other two who 
have since joined him , that part of the old 
road joining the new, giving access to and 
from their land and re.-idences, was to re­ 
m ain unaltered as a public highway. 
5. “ T heprayerof the protesting citizens,” 
granted unanim ously by the Board of 
Supervisors August 5th, is or ought to be 
found in the remonstrance of Ktuger and 
others filed July 1-t. 
That is two m onths 
after the new road had b en thrown open 
to the public, and after the Supervisors had 
accepted my deed. 
His, signed by seven­ 
teen persons in all, of whom onlv six are 
freeholders in this road district. Of these 
six, four signed the original petition ask­ 
ing for the alterations; the fifth was to t 
then in this road district, and the sixth is 
the same individual who alone opposed the 
alterations of the roads. 
So then the 
Board of Supervisors nine m o n tls after 
according 
the petition 
ot thirty-three 
citizens against one opposing, rescinds its 
previous decision by granting virtually 
the petition of one citizen against twenty- 
nine. The four who signed both petitions 
cannot of course be counted. 
The 
real 
cause 
of 
all 
this hub­ 
bub, 
which your euphemistically call 
contention, is well known. 
Two of the 
individuals who subscribed both petition» 
were unable when the time came to carry 
out business engagements made with me. 
One of the Supervisors has been pleased, to 
espouse their cause, to drag this private 
m atter into the public question, and to 
move that a prayer which he seems to find 
in the rem onstrance of July 1st be gran'ed. 
This same gentleman assured m e the old 
road would be closed at once if I would allow 
this broken private engagement to be re­ 
made and carried out. 
W hether the Board of Supervisors has a 
right to dispossess me of the consideration 
for which I gave the land; w hether the 
Board has a rigbt three m onths after opeu- 
ing the new road to prevent me fencing in 
and faking possession of the old road; 
w hether the Board has the right to ignore 
or revoke the prayer of thirty-three of the 
most substantial freeholders of this road 
district, and turn the rem onstrance of six 
others (virtually only one, as shown above) 
into a prayer and then grant it, are ques­ 
tions now sub judice on which it would be 
indelicate, if not presumptions, to express 
opinion publicly. I only w bh to spare 
myself from unjust prejudice. This I do. I 
triret, by strictly lim iting mvself to facts 
tbal can be well attestid or that are stated 
in the documents filed in the office of the 
Board of Supervisors.

An egreement has teen eigned between 
th e proprietors of the Pacific, the Union, 
the Capital, the Columbus and the City 
Breweries and the United Brewery W ork­ 
m en’s Union, which provides as follows : 
F irst—That only union m en, m em bers of the 
United Brewery W orkm en's Union, No. 16, of 
the Pacific Coast, shall henceforth \.e em ployed 
in th eir respective establishm ents. 
Second—T hat incase of vacancies all neces­ 
sary help sh«U be engaged through the Union 
ofl’.ce, 1159 Mission street. Ban Francisco. Gal. 
T hird—I hat no w orkm en shall be discharged 
for upholding union principles. 
And the said 
undersigned further agree to abide by the fol­ 
lowing working and pay ru les: 
First—Ten boors shall constitute a regular 
d ay’s work, and six (6) days a w eek's work. 
1 he w orking hours shall be consecutive, w ith 
the interception of one hour for breakfast and 
dinner respectively. Work shall not com m ence 
earlier than 6 
m., except tor the m en em ­ 
ployed at the brew copper, who shall be per­ 
m itted to com m ence earlier than the regu ar 
force. Necessary Sunday work shall not e x ­ 
ceed three hours in breweries and five hours in 
malt-houses. 
Second—Minimum wage»: Employes in w ash­ 
house, i l l per week; em ployes in m alt-house, 
brew copper and ferm enting departm ent. $16 
per week. In case a m an works in both ilie 
w a'h-hnuse and ferm enting or malt-linuse de­ 
partm ents, his wages i-hall not be less than $15 
P r week. 
Night w atchm en, who m ust per­ 
form m altster's or brew er’s work, shall not re ­ 
ceive less thau 816 per week. Overtim e shall 
be paid at the rate o f 40 cents per hour in brew ­ 
eries, and 50 cents per hour in malt-houses.

shall be at the option of employes to lodge and 
b ra id w here they please. 
Beer shall be given, as heretofore, free o f 
charge to t mployes. 
Wages shall be payable weekly.

She says that a 
week or so ago her husband went to Michi­ 
gan Bluff, where he has mining interests, 
and there received information that his sis­ 
ter was in a distressful condition, and at an 
expanse of $20 he attempted to reach her 
aDd give her proper aid. But she had taken 
the train for Sacramento, and was h e re in 
a hotel when Mr. Thompson found her. 
A t still greater expense Mrs. Davis was 
taken to San Francisco, and provided for as 
stated in the Chronicle. She was perfectly 
willmg to give Mrs. Thompson the deed. 
Mr. Thompson had written that the proD- 
erey at Bath was bought for $90, and could 
now be sold for no more than $60. 
He 
also declares to his wife that he will kill on 
sight his sister's tradueer. 
_ Mrs. Thompson has borne a good reputa­ 
tion in this city, and in her own way has 
endeavored to reform outcasts and comfort 
those in distress. N othing to her discredit 
is known here, but she requests the pub­ 
lication of the following, which explains 
itself: 
T his is to certify th at I have know n Mrs. E. P. 
Thom pson for the past tw enty vears, and th at 
she has borne a good reputation and been 
know n as a Christian worker.

\\ hen 1 heard of her condi­ 
tion, having no money, I borrow, d 820 to go 
and find her, and alter finding her placed her 
iu charge of m y wife, w ith instructions which 
were earned out as published, and asked her to 
transfer her property to m e, to which she con­ 
sented, in order th at I m ight recover the monev 
that I spent in caring for her. 
Her property 
consists of a shanty and lot in the town of Rath 
Placer coum v, w hich could probably at the 
present tim e be sold for $50 or $60, but w hich is 
decreasing in value everyday, aud in a few 
m onths w ill be valueless. Now, please dis­ 
tinctly undeistand th a t my wl e or m yself 
never had any other intent in disposing of her 
BfAT .Art \- than f v, , r ,, ¡ . * 1 ..

THE BRIGHTON TRAGEDY. 


T . C. P e r k in s I-'ully E x o n e ra te d by th e 
C o ro n e r’s J u r y . 
Corouer Clark last night held an inquest 
on the body of the man who was killed at 
Brighton on Tuesday. 
The testimony of 
several persons was tak tn , but the state­ 
m ent published in the R ecord U n io n of 
the circum s’ances im m ediately attending 
the tragedy were in the main corroborated. 
There was, however, some 
new 
light 
thrown on the matter. 
It appears that, a 
couple of hours before T. C. Perkins had 
the difficulty with the deceased (whose 
name, by the way, was ascertained to be 
Jack Dempsey) which resulted in the lat­ 
ter s death, Dempsey had trouble with a 
man named Robinson, who struck him and 
knocked him against the wheel of a brew­ 
ery wagon, Dempsey's head striking the 
iron tire. 
I)r. Gardner, who assisted at the autopsy, 
testified that tbe clot of blood found on the 
brain could not have lormed in less than 
two hours after the man received the blow 
that caused it, while it is a fact that death 
ensued in a few m inutes after Petkins 
kicked him . 
The report of the autopsy, 
made by Drs. W hile and Gardner, was as 
follows: 
We found a contused wound on the right side 
of the n ick , just below the m astoid portion of 
the right tem poral bone. There was a slight 
abrasión of the lower part of th e right ear. 
There were no other wounds observed upon the 
surface of the body, 
a h exam ination of the 
brain show ed extensive coagulation of blood 
upon its surface aud extending down to the 
base of the brain and m edulla oblongata. The 
lateral ventricles a so contained clots of blood. 
These clots of flood w ere caused by a rupture 
of the upper part o f the vertebral arterv o f the 
right side. 
An exam ination of the heart show ed a large 
blood clot in the right auricle, 
Jx a th was 
caused by lit m oirhagc of the vertebral artery, 
and the consequent p:cs -ure of biood-clots noon 
the brain.

We, th e Coronei’s Jury, being duly sum m oned 
and sworn by the Coroner to inquire into the 
death of said m an, doffed irom the evidence 
that bis cam e was Jack Dempsey, aged 32 vears, 
and that h “ cam e to his death from a kick de­ 
livered by T. G. Perkins: aud we, the Coronet’s 
Jury, exonerate 1C r.

MITIGATING CIRCUMSTANCES. 


THE SUPREME COURT OVERRULES A 
FORMER DECISION. 


H ow a SM T am entu A tto rn ey A ttem p ted to 


Set th e Court A rig h t—H is P o si­ 
tion N ow S u stain ed . 


The decision in the m urder case of the 
People vs. Bushton, recently rendered by 
the State Supreme Court, is one of the most 
im portant in the criminal law that has 
been handed down for many years. The 
Courts have heretofore uniformly held that 
the prosecution must make out i!s case be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt, and that if the 
jury has a reasonable doubt as to the suffi­ 
ciency of the evidence upon any material 
poiut in the case made by the prosecution, 
they m ust find the defendant not guilty. 
In the case of the People vs. HoDg Ah 
Duck (61 Cal., 387), decided in September, 
1882, the following instruction was excepted 
to by the defendant: “ The killing being 
proved, the burden of proving circum ­ 
stances oi mitigation to justify or excuse 
the homicide will devolve on the accused, 
unless the proof on the part of the prose­ 
cution tends to show that the crime com­ 
m itted only am ounts to manslaughter, or 
that the accused was justified or excused 
in com m itting the homicide. Up to the 
m om ent when 
the 
killing is proved, 
the prosecution roust make out its case 
beyond any reasonable doubt. W hen the 
killing is proved, it devolves npon the de­ 
fendant to show any circumstances in m it­ 
igation to excuse or justify, by a prepon­ 
derance of evidence on his part. T hat is, 
the killing being proved, the defendant 
m ust m ake out his case iu m itigation to 
excuse or justify, by some proof stronger 
in some appreciable degree than the proof 
of the prosecution. The burden of proof 
changes. 
* 
* It m ust be in some de­ 
gree, no m atter how sm all, stroneer than 
the proof of the prosecution on the other 
side.1’ 
In rendering their decision the Supreme 
Court considered the foregoing instruction, 
and held it to be good. About the same 
tim e the case of People vs. Simon Raten, 
who killed Jam es Lansing in this city, was 
tried iu the Superior Corn t of this county, 
and practically the same instruction as 
above was given to the jury. Raten was 
convicted of rm i'der in the first degree, and 
his attorney. Kiwood B runer (now District 
A ttorney of this county), appealed his case 
to the Suprem e Court. The case was a r­ 
gued at the January term , 1883, and the 
m ain contention of appellant’s counsel was: 
“ That matice and intent to kill are essen­ 
tial ingredients in m urder, and are only to 
be inferred from facts and circumstances 
as proven in the case ; that express malice 
is never to be inferred from the acts or the 
weapons used, but that it m ust be proved, 
aliunde, betond a reasonable doubt, the 
sam e as any other fact iu the case; that 
the instruction to the jury (above quoted) 
was error, and that the detendant was pre­ 
judiced thereby.” 
However, the Court affirmed the judg­ 
m ent, on the authority of the case of Hong 
Ah Duck. Now, the case of People vs. 
Bushton, decided last Saturday, expressly 
overrules the decisions in the casts of Hong 
Ah Duck and Raten, the Court saying: 
* 
* 
“ It can 
make no difference 
w hether this reasonable doubt is the result 
of evidence on the part of the defendant, 
tending to show circumstances of m itiga­ 
tion. or that justify or excuse the killing, or 
from other evideuce coming from him or 
the prosecution. The well settled rule that 
a defendant shall not be convicted unless 
the evidence pi oves his guilt, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, applies to the whole and 
every m aterial part of the case, no m atter 
w hether it is as to the act of killing, or the 
reason or m anner of its commission.” 
The Court further says: “ In justice to 
the learned Judge of the Court below, we 
m ust say that the instruction given is war­ 
ranted by some of the decisions of this 
Court [People vs. Hong Ab Duck, 61 Cal., 
395, and People vs. Ratan, 63 Cal., 422], but 
on m ature 
consideration 
we feel con­ 
strained to hold that they were based on 
an erroneous construction of Section 1105 
of the PeDal Code.” 
During the argum ent of the Raten case 
before the Supreme Court, an amusing 
scene occurred between the Court and the 
attorney for the prisoner. Mr. B raner 
had been arguing for some tim e that the 
appellant should have a new trial on ac­ 
count of error in the instruction referred 
to, when Chief Justice Morrison leaned 
over on the bench and said : 
“ Mr. Bruner, are you not aware that this 
Court has recently decided, in the case of 
H ong A h Duck, adversely to the position 
you h o w ta k e , and that it is useless for you 
to argue the p o i n t further? Proceed with 
the other points in the case.” 
Although it was the young attorney's 
first argum ent before the Suprem e Court, 
he had evidently nad a good breakfast, and 
was not abashed, for he replied: 
“I am familiar, your Honor, with the case 
referred to, b u t as I believe this Court erred 
in the d ecisio n o f tb a t case, I prefer to ar­ 
gue the p o in t further.” 
The Chief Justice was ill at the time, and 
having w ritten the decision referred to, 
was paralysed at the audacious reply of the 
attorney. 
TheConrt-room instantly became bushed. 
Nothing was said for a time, and it was the 
opinion of some attorneys who were pres­ 
ent that the Chief Justice would read a lec­ 
ture to the olTender, when Justice McKin- 
stry said : 
“Mr. Bruner, the decision referred to by 
the Chief Justice was concurred in by a 
bare majoriiy of this Cou-t, and I, for one, 
would like to hear j ou continue the argu­ 
m ent further.” 
The argum ent then proceeded, but the 
rule of law contended for was not estab­ 
lished until five new members sat upon the 
bench of the Supreme Court. 
The Court has thus, at the earliest mo­ 
m ent, corrected the mistake made in the 
cases of Hong Ah Duck and Raten and 
has established, as the law of the land, that 
which has been handed down front tim e 
im mem orial as a necessary safeguard in 
the trial of a man charged with the crime 
of murder.

E ds. i , kcord-Cnion : By request ot the haw 
and o rd er League of Sacram euto, I pretent to 
your readers the following statem ent in regard 
to the objects and work of our League : Owing 
to the charges and im plications against our de­ 
tective, W. W. Cone, published in your paper of 
the 23d and 21th ultim o, the League app o iu u d 
a com m i tec to investigate the m atter, express­ 
ing at the sam e tim e its opinion th at all iuirac- 
tious of law are obnoxious to its m em bers, and 
opposed to its principles, and no unlaw ful or 
vicious m ethods of obtaiuiug evidente m ust be 
tolerated or encouraged by its representatives 
or em p'oyes. 'J hat com m ittee was composed of 
the following citizens: W. R. Strong, A. Attken, 
Judge May hew and A. T. N eedham 
After a 
paiustaking investigation the com m ittee found 
there was no truth in the im plication aga nst 
Mr. Cone in the case of Harry F isher or th a t ot 
the Snmmerfield boy. Th evidence was strong 
of an effort to prejudice tee public m ind against 
a m an whose work in our behalf m ight dam age 
a disreputable business. The case ot the China­ 
m an w ho was said to have charged Detective 
Cone w ith fraud i he com m ittee found to be ca­ 
pable of a very different interpretation from that 
p u t upon it in the new spaper reports. 
The interview of th e com m ittee w ith Chief 
Lee brought out this fact—that, though the 
Chief could not produce evidence sufficient to 
convict Mr. Cone in a court of law', yet he was 
lully persuaded in his ow n m ind th at th e ac­ 
cused was a bad m an. Of course, this was not 
adequate ptoof of th e m an’s bail character to 
the m inds of the com m ittee. The Chief also 
expressed him self as opposed, on principle, to 
all private detectives or secret police—he pre­ 
ferred the regular officers of the law. We p re­ 
sum e there is not a gam bler or law -breaker of 
any kind in our city that would not agree w ith 
the Chief in th a t opinion. It is on th e princi­ 
ple of th e rats, who preferred to put a bell on 
th e m iller's cat. The uniform and the badge, 
or the parties otherw ise known, w ould afford 
the signal for all law -breakers to cover up their 
misdoiDgs upon the approach of such individu­ 
als, and thus escape arrest. It is because the 
E 
olice labor under this disadvantage th at the 
aw and Order League propose to put m en on 
the track of law -breakers w ho can approach 
n ear enough to collect evidence. Our m ethods 
are to supplem ent and aid the police, and there­ 
fore we should have th eir sym pathy. We are 
also aw are that if there should be any crooked­ 
ness ou the part of the police, the evidence col­ 
lected by our em ployes m ight crim inate them ; 
b ut such a scandalous suspicion is n o t for a mo­ 
m ent to be entertained. The investigations we 
have m ade, and the a n ests we have secured, 
convince us ‘there is som ething ro tten "—not in 
D enm ark—but right here iu Sacram ento, and 
perhaps to unearth it lor rem oval w ould be a 
com m endable m easure. 
o u r League, iu less than two m onths, has se­ 
cured the aricst aud conviction of two saloon­ 
keepers for selling liquor to m inors; it lias also 
brought suits against two Chinam en for felling 
lottery tickets and conducting gam es of chance. 
One case was clearly proven, to th e m inds of 
m any honest persons, but a jury (;f whose 
judgm ent aud honesty we have nothing to fay) 
said the party was not guilty. The other case 
iailed fiorn a defect in the testim ony, and this 
jury no one blam es for finding as they did. 
Is is a little singular th a t the most enthusiastic 
sym pathizers w ith the defense in the gam bling 
suits were policem en. 
We do not venture an 
interpretation of this fact, but we leave it with 
th e public to judge. There w ill doubtless be 
m uch gam bling attem pted • 'during fair-tim e” 
in Sacram ento. 
Every business m an knows 
th at, outside of the saloons and th e gam bling 
fraternity, no one w ilt de-ive benefit tberelrom . 
A m erchant rem arked to us th a t a custom er 
cam e into his store during fair week last year, 
and bought an inferior suit of clothes, saying: 
“ I intended to buy a better suit w hen 1 cam e to 
town, but 1 have run foul of one of those w heel 
games, and have lost n earlyall I had.” A nother 
m erchant stated th at a good custom er, who had 
come to town to purchase goods, was com pelled 
to go hom e w ithout them , and borrow m oney to 
get there, because he had lost all bv gam bling, 
o u r business m en should see this as' we do, and 
com bine against the gam bling irateruity, who 
only rob and ruin. Of course Chief Lee will 
help to suppress this evil, lor he w as elected 
w ith this distinct understanding. 
We urge a d law -abiding people, and those 
who desire the prosperity of Sacram ento, to 
rally to the support of this League. Those who, 
for prudential reasons, do not wish th eir nam es 
to appear upon our lists, can nevertheless aid us 
in our w oik by contributions given to the 
League through some m em ber oi the sam e who 
m ay be known to them . We have entered upon 
a long and bitter contest for right and law, and 
we propose to continue on this iine u n til law is 
suprem e and order prevails. 
Mr. Cone, finding th a t a bitter prejudice has 
been created against him self, has sent in his re- 
signatiou as our detective, and his resignation 
has been accepted. O ther parties w ill be in ­ 
trusted w ith th e work and just w ho they are, 
aud w here they w ill be, w ill only be known 
w hen the rat is caught.

H e returned East in 1852, was m arried in 
1853, and recn ssed the plains that year to 
California.

FRANK BATTIESE MORTALLY WOUNDS 
CASTILLO IRVIN. 


A D isp u te A b ou t a D o lla r S en d s O ne 


M an to J a il an d th e O th er 


to H is D eath b ed . 


Between 7 and 8 o’clock last even'ng L 
street became the scene of a shooting affray 
that will probably result in the death of 
Castillo Irvin at the Lands of F rank Bat- 
tiese. The men are both colored. The 
shooting occurred in front of a deadfall in 
which both had been drinking. Battiese 
went at once to the city prison and gave 
him self up, and his victim was taken to 
the Receiving Hospital, in the same build­ 
ing, and the City Physician was sum moned 
to exam ine and dress his wound. A pistol- 
shot wound was found in his left side, 
just behind the nipple, and th e bullet that 
made its way there could plainly be felt 
just under the skin, on the opposite side of 
the body and a little lower down. The 
surgeon regarded the wound as necessarily 
fatal. 
Captain Karcher reached the scene of the 
shooting just as the wounded m an was be­ 
ing placed in a hack. A man came to him 
and said he saw someone throw a pistol 
into the cellar, and the Captain directed 
officer Campbell to search for it. Campbell 
found a pistol at the place designated. It 
was fully loaded. 


ib y in 's d y in g st a tem en t. 
The wounded man made the following 
statem ent at the Receiving Hospital about 
8 o'clock in the presence of Chief of Police 
Lee, Thomas Rowe, Police Judge Buckley, 
Tom Shields and a num ber of other per­ 
sons : 
My nam e is Castillo Irvin. I am going to die. 
I never had ten words w ith the m an w ho shot 
m e. 
He took si of niv m oney to-dav. I slapped 
him to-day about 3 or l 'o'clock. 
1 asked 
Cooper to take a drink, also T jo’ot. Tcolot 
[the shooter's nicknam e] said; • No, y o n ___ 
— - ------------.” 
He said: "Y ou got back at me 
to-day.” 
He shot m e w ithout cause, saving, 
“ Y o u ------------------------- take th at I” 
1 feel’that 
I am getting dizzy. I heard three shots. My 
father is Jam es Irvin, of 
Yreka, 
Siskiyou 
county. I have given up all hope of living'. I 
am going to die. I am getting heavy about the 
chest, so th at I can liardiy t.reathe. W hen i 
m ade him give me m y dollar it was long be­ 
fore the shooting. At the tim e of the shooting 
I h ad no pistol, and m ade no motion as if to 
draw one. I w as not looking at him w hen he 
shot m e. 
WHAT BATTIESE SAYS. 
A R ecord-U k io n reporter saw Battiese at 
the City Prison a little before 10 o’clock, 
aDd the latter made the following state­ 
m ent in the presence ot Captain Karcher, 
officer Higgins and the City Attornev . 
“My nam e ¡3 Frank Battiese. and I am 
28 years old. I was born at St. Louis, Mo. 
Myself and Irvin were togetiier yesterday 
afternoon, and we went to Slaughter's sa­ 
loon and restaurant, on Third street, about 
4:30 o’clock, where Irvin got to arguing 
about having been in Cincinnati. The bar­ 
keeper bet him $2 50 he was never there. 
Irvin mentioned some street there. This 
all amounted to nothing. Then Irvin said 
I was not two years older than he, and bet 
me $1 to 25 cenis. We left it to the bar­ 
keeper to decide. Irvin said he was born in 
1860, and I said I was born in 1858. So the 
barkeeper handed me over the money. 
I 
said I would keep it, and see w hat Irvin 
would say, but would give it to him when 
he got in good humor. 
“I went to Bill Red's saloon, at Third and 
L streets, and watched a poker game, 
when Irvin came and asked me to give 
him the dollar, saying he wanted to get 
into a poker^game. I gave it to him . H e 
said : ‘It was a good thing y o u ------------ 
------------- you did give me this dollar. 
If 
you hadn’t, I'd a made yon.’ 
I said, ‘Now 
you’ve got the dollar, ain’t you satisfied?’ 
Then he ran his hand inside his pants and 
pulled out a gun, and hit me with his left 
hand. I laughed and said to Joe Kelly 
and others : ‘This is a pretty cool recep­ 
tion,' and lie says: ‘Y o u — —------------ 
, I have a notion to kill you, anyhow. 
Y o u -------------------------- I’ve got it in for 
you, anyhow .’ 
“I got up from the chair, and he siapped 
me in the face, and I says: ‘X ain’t got no 
show with you, with this gun, but if you 
put it down I ’ll fight you like a m an.’ 
"H e said : ‘I just went up to m y room 
anil got this (the gun) to fix you. 
I am 
just in the right hum or to fix vou, any­ 
how.’ 
“I left him in the saloon and went into 
the back yard, and he went back to the 
saloon, where we had been betting, and 
said he had slapped m e in the mouth and 
I hadn’t resented it. I had no weapon at 
that time. 
‘H e came hack to Red’s saloon and com­ 
menced abusing me again, but I said noth­ 
ing to him , and went outside. Cooper 
came to me and said : 
‘Come here, I w ant 
to say something to you.’ 
He said, ‘I 
wouldn’t get into trouble with this fellow,’ 
and I said ‘AH right, let it drop.’ 
“Irvin came out and asked me to go in 
and have a drink, and 1 said : 
‘I w ouldn't 
have the cheek to ask a m an to drink with 
me after I ’d done a m an as dirty as you 
have m e.’ Then he commenced cussing, 
and said, ‘Y'ou —----------------- , I’ll give you 
worse than th a t!’ and stuck his hand in 
his pocket and stepped back. 
‘W hen 
he 
stepped 
hack 
I pulled 
my 
guE, and 
Cooper 
sa id : 
‘You’d 
better 
not 
have 
any 
words,’ 
and 
then Irvin said to m e : 
‘I’ve got it in for 
you, anyhow ,’ and when he went to put 
up his líand I shot hint. 
He ran oil the 
sidewaik and fell and called Cooper to him . 
I had seen the pistol ail the tim e the 
trouble was going on slicking out of his 
pocket. After he fell I came down and 
gave myself up. 
“ I fired three shots at him . 
The first 
shot was fired while I was close to him . 
Then he whirled and ran toward the street 
ami fell. After he called to Cooper I tired 
the other two shots. 
“ I have been itere about a m onth and a 
half. 
I came from the East with E. J 
Baldwin last year, and worked tor him up 
to May last. I worked for a tim e at Agri­ 
cultural Park, and afterward at Woodland, 
and returned here about six weeks ago.”

Belligerent Negroes Routed by the Mi i- 
tary and Their Leaders Killed. 


CHAOS WIK8 THE 
FUTURITY. 


A Nobleman A rrested for Embezzle­ 
m ent—En Route to the Con­ 
vention of Charities.

BLACK VS. W H ITK . 
P ro bab ility th a t P eace will Soon l>e 
R estored. 
N ew O rleans, September 4th.—A spe­ 
cial from Greenwood (Miss.) says that 
from present appearances it looks as though 
the sun of peace wou'd supersede the cloud 
of war. The Sheriff of this connty re­ 
turned from Minter City, the seat ot war, 
last evening, end reports everything quiet 
there. Four of the ringleaders, named 
Adolph Horton, Scott Morris, M. J. Dial 
and Jack Dial, were killed. The excite­ 
ment among the negroes was augmented 
by the report that a peaceful negro had 
been killed during the night for refusing 
to take up arms against the white people. 
Upon the arrival of the troops it was 
learned that a party of about 160 negroes, 
well armed with Winchester rifles, were 
encamped on Cane Lake, a distance of six 
or eight miles from Minto City. A recon- 
noitering party of citizens, numbering 
about fifty members, was organized, and 
proceeded to interview the belligerent 
blacks. After ridiDg for some time through 
a dense forest of cane and vines, they ar­ 
rived at the place designated as the camp 
ot the negroes, but they had moved to some 
other place. A search was at once insti­ 
tuted. 
While passing through a plantation the 
party came upon Adolph Horton and Jack 
Dial. They weie commanded to surrender. 
They drew pistols instead and started to 
run, when they were shot down. 
Other leaders were killed this morning 
while resisting arrest. 
Thomas Allen and Cromwell Making, 
leading spirits of the insurrection, have 
been arrested, and the whites and the bet­ 
ter class of negroes aie determined to bring 
them to justice. A good feeliug prevails be­ 
tween the whites and better class of ne­ 
groes. 
i REAKtBG OUT AGAIN. 
N e w O r le a n s , September 4th.—The 
Times Democrats Greenwood, Miss., special 
says: The most dastardly outrage since 
the beginning of the trouble in the upper 
part of the country was perpetrated by 
George Allen and his squad of fifteen ne 
groes last night, by burning Mr. Jamison’s 
store at Shady Grove, on the Tallabachie 
river. They went there and asked for 
powder and shot. Jamison refused to let 
them have any and they told him 
they would either burn his 
house 
or kill him. They caught him, set fire to 
his house, firiDg off' their gus in the mean­ 
time, and making other hostile demonstra 
tions. Jamison got away and went to 
Sunnyside, informing the people of what 
had happened. 
About the same time a negro deserter 
from Allen's hand came up and offered to 
pilot the whites to Allen’s camp at Lone 
Star Bend if they would spare him and his 
two brothers, who were among Allen's men. 
About 200 men at once started for the hos­ 
tile camp, which is about six miles above 
Sunnyside. It has not been learned whether 
they succeeded iu capturing him or not. It 
is not likely he will be taken alive, aB he is 
a very desperate negro. It now transpires 
that the negro whom he killed last Monday 
night for refusing to take up arms against 
the whites was his own brother. 
Yesterday eveniDg a Sheriff's posse got 
sight of two negroes who had gone to 
Cleveland for ammunition. The negroes 
jumped from their mules and fled into the 
cane brake. The posse captured the mules 
and 2 000 Winchester rifle cartridges, ten 
pounds of buckshot and flve pounds of 
powder. 
Further particulars from up the river 
confirm the statement that the four ne­ 
gro Ifaders who were killed yesterday 
were killed by the Sheriff’s posse while re­ 
sisting arrest. 
The number of hostile negroes are now 
estimated from one hundred to one hun­ 
dred and fifty, and they are still in large 
squads, one of which is led by Allen and 
the other by one Backitt. The object of 
the Sheriff is to capture the leaders and 
deal with them according to law. Their 
followers are merely ignrrant negroes, who 
hardly understand what they are about. 


AM ERICAN LIV E STOCK. 
T he M exican G overnm ent D ecides to 
K eep it O ut by H igh Taritl'. 
N e w Y o b k , September 4th.—A City of 
Mexico special to the Times says: The 
Mexican Government has revised article 1 
of its customs tariff, w herein living ani­ 
mals are made free of duty. It has im­ 
posed heavy duties on imported cattle, 
swine, sheep, mules and goats. It is a 
measure that cannot fail lo have a most 
disastrous effect on the business of supply­ 
ing this city with meat from the United 
States. This business has already grown 
to large proportions, and the railway com­ 
panies have provided special stock and re­ 
frigerator oars, to meet the growing wants 
of the profitable trade. Now, the Govern­ 
ment stops it, and places a duty of 10 cents 
per kilogram oa fresh meat. $3 on each 
beef animal, $2 25 on pigs, $2 on mules, 
and 35 cents on sheep. The decree goes 
into effect November 1st. 
NOT SO BAD AFTER ALL. 
K \ssas City, September 4th.—1The firm 
of Peter A: Co. and the Swift 1’ackiDg Com­ 
pany cf this city, deny the truth of the dis­ 
patch from the City of Mexico to the New 
York Ti s to the effect that there was no 
duty on imported cattle. The packers say 
that a duty has been imposed for some 
time.

C h ic a g o , September 4:h.—Max Jacobson, 
until recently Western Superintendent of 
the Fidelity and Casualty Company of this 
city, was held to the Criminal Court to-day 
tor embezzling money from the company. 
Jacobson first made his appearance here a 
year ago. and was, on the strength of good 
recommendations, given a clerkship in the 
company. He soon won the managers by 
his ability, aud was advanced rapidly to 
the position of Western Superintendent. 
General Manager Alexander says they had 
no suspicion of irregularity uutil a couple 
of months ago, when he was found to be 
betting largely at the race track. The 
General Manager remonstrated with him, 
and he promised to reform. It was discov­ 
ered that he was behind again, and he was 
discharged. He went over at once to an­ 
other company, and they advanced him 
money. 
‘ The assurance of Jacobson,’’ said Mr. 
Alexander, ‘ is shown by the fact that he 
went to Joliet and on the strength of forged 
letters got prominent citizens to go on his 
bond. Jacobson is understood to belong 
to a noble family in Austria. It has been 
learned that before he came to Chicago he 
served a three-year term in a penitentiary 
for forgery. He had been very successful 
in this city in securing money under faise 
pretenses, and it is no man’s knowing how 
much he has obtained from different peo­ 
ple aside from the thousand or so of the 
Fidelity Company’s money."

take the train (or the East. His lawyers 
this evening sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus.

DRESSED B E E F . 
T he S enatorial C om m ittee Snubbed by 
C hicago P ack ers. 
Chicago, September 4th.—The Senate 
Committee on Dressed Beef resumed its 
session this morning. 
It has become 
evident that large packers like Armour, 
Swift and others are trying to avoid testify­ 
ing. 
Chairman Vest seems to be de­ 
termined that they shall be made to testify. 
Several witnesses were examined as to tlie 
charges on live stock at the stock yards 
and the committee adjourned until 2 r. m. 
At the afternoon meeting Chairman Vest, 
in discussing the absence of Mr. Armour 
and other gentlemen, said he was sorry 
these gentlemen had refused their attend­ 
ance, but, although they conld compel 
their attendance, they could not compel un­ 
willing witnesses to testify to all they 
knew. “I have here a telegram.” continued 
Senator Vest, ‘‘about which I have desired 
to personally ask Mr. Armour, but as he 
refused to appear, I will read it anyway. 
It was sent me by a gentleman about whose 
respectability there can be no question. 
The message is as follows: 
“F reeland, (Pa.), December, 1888.—Can’t al­ 
low Sch&wb to continue killing live stock. If 
he will not stop make other arrangements, and 
make the price so we can get his trade. 
A rm o u r & Co.” 
The following was then unanimously 
passed after which committee adjourned: 
W h eb eb a s. Fhillip Arrnonr, Nelson Morris, 
Louis F. Swift, Frank E. Vogel, J. 8. Newman 
and Jacob Meyer, having been duly and law­ 
fully summoned to appear as witnesses before 
this committee, have repeatedly refused to obey 
the same, it is ordered that the facts be reported 
to the Chaiiman ot the Senate of the United 
States at Us next session. 
THE WHY AND WHEREFORE. 
A reporter for the Associated Press called 
on Mr. Armour and asked for an inter­ 
view. Mr. Armour made the following 
statement: “The reason we did not appear 
before the Senatorial Committee was that 
we knew we could not expect fair treat­ 
ment from the hands of Senator Vest, who 
is notoriously on record as opposed to the 
dressed beef business. He is the champion 
and advocate of the St. Louis deserted 
cattle market and is opposed to Chicago in­ 
terests. He has been friendly to all hostile 
beef inspection hills that have been intro­ 
duced in the various State Legislatures 
against Chicago dressed beef, which, if 
passed, would have destroyed this business. 
“We are perfectly willing to appear be­ 
fore an impartial committee and give any 
information pertaining to our business 
which is not of a strictly private nature. 
We have never exerted any influence to 
depress the price of cattle or increase the 
price of dressed beef. On the other hand 
it is a well-known fact that cattle are $100 
per hundred higher than they would he if it 
was not for the dressed beef industry, and 
we can get a great deal more out of the bul­ 
lock then the butcher or man who kills in 
small quantities. We bare never had any 
association with Swift, Hammond or Mor­ 
ris, directly or indirectly, in the purchase 
of cattle. The telegram Mr. Vest read this 
afternoon, for the purpose of getting it on 
record, was directed to our own agent, who 
we hod perfect right to tell that he should 
not kill cattle if he sold our dressed beef, 
aud it is entirely stripped of its force when 
the fact is understood that the man was our 
own representative.” 
VEST REPLIES. 
Senator Vest was shown Mr. Armour's 
statement tonight. He said: “ Mr. Ar­ 
mour must know that, as Chairman of this 
committee. I have no more power than any 
other member. Again, if I have any sym­ 
pathy at all with the Missouri cattle trade, 
it would not be with St. Louis. 1 have re­ 
sided in Kansas City for seven years, and 
believe it is generally conceded that the 
cat-le trade of that city is in sympathy 
with that of Chicago. As to Mr. Armour’s 
telegram, it was directed to his agent, but 
instructed him to compel Schwab, who is 
not his agent, to qnit killing cattle.
